Edward Murphy Jr. of Troy, N. V., dele- 
gate-at-large to the Democratie National con- 
vention from New York, at present and for 
the last six years Chairman of the Democratic 
State committee, was interviewed yesterday 
as follows: 

* You say, Mr. Murphy, that Cleveland 
cannot carry his own State mm case he is nom- 
inated, What reason do you advance for that 
assertion? 

“The Democrats of the country at large 
who favor Mr. Cleveland believe the Demo- 
crats of New York to be obstinate and willful 
in opposing their wishes to those f the great 
majority, and they regard the action of the 
New York delegation in insisting that we shall 
have our choice, notwithstanding the majority 
is against us, as unreasonable. They do 
not know that the Democracy 
of our State would not be for 
Mr. Cleveland if Mr. Hill were not a candi- 
date. They do Lot understand that the oppo- 
sition to Mr. Cleveland is based upon an ide

Even though Cleveland fails to get the nomi- 
nation the Illinois delegation cannot now be 
united for Palmer. He is quoted as saying

ONLY EXPLANATION OF A TERRI- 


BLE MURDER IN BERLIN. 


The Victim Received Thirty Stabs, Auy One 
of Which Would Prove Fatal -The Mur- 
derer Found Nursing a Pigeon--Kevo- 
lutionists in Venezuela Win a Decisive 
Victory Over Pal:cio’s Army- Europe 
Fearful of a Cholera Plague Foreign 
News of General Interest. 

[SPRCIAL can. 

Bertin, June 16.—An interesting field for 
psychological study is afforded by the details 
of an atrocious murder which has just been 
committed in this city. The victim is Frau 
Maazel, the wife of an official in the postal 
serviee. She was found dead in her room 
with thirty stab wounds in her body and with 
her head mashed to a jelly. Two knives had 
beeti broken by the murderer in his terrible 
work. It was evident that the murderer must 
have been actuated by a mania for slaughter 
‘and violence, as any one of the stabs would 
have been fatal, and there could have been no 
rational motive for pounding the woman's 
head. to pieces. 

The murderer was also a robber, however, 
as Frau Manzel's money and jewelry had been 
taken. The police were fortunate enough to 
soon obtain a clew. It indicates the guilt of a 
youth named Wagenschutz, aged 18, but as 
Wagenschutz was known as a most peaceable 
and mild-mannered fellow, with a passion for 
birds and other pets, the officials were at first 
inclined to think that they must have been 
thrown upon a false scent. It was learned, 
however, upon further investigation that 
Wagenschutz had recently been in possession 
of a lot of jewlry and money, He had thrown 
away the jewelry and sent the money to 4 
friend, who on this account has become sus- 
pected as an accomplice and 1s under arrest. 

It was learned that Wagenschutz had just 
borrowed some money from his sister, a fact 
which looked strange in view of the fact that 
he had plenty of funds in his possession 80 re- 
cently. Despite the slender nature of the evi- 
dence against him, Wagenschutz was arrested 
while he was in the act of tenderly nursing a 
wounded pigeon and displaying every sign of 
tender emotion. When accused of the murder 
of Frau Manzel he coolly confessed his guilt, 
and related the circumstances with most as- 
tonishing sang froid. 

He said that he had entered the room of 
Frau Manzel and mildly asked for money. 
The woman seemed to realize her danger and 
hastened to comply with the request, in 
the hope of avoiding further trouble. 
Wagenschutz was then seized with a maniacal 
desire fur blood, and he attacked the unfortu- 
nate woman, with the awful result already de- 
scribed. He then went home to attend to his 

t pigeons. At this point in his recital 

ageaschutz stopped to dilate upon the habits 
of his birds, and how he loved to watch them 
and raise the little ones. He seemed puzzled 
when asked why he demanded money from 

Frau Manzel, and confessed that he could not 

explain his action, nor could he tel) why he 

had killed her, as he had no reason to harm 


er. 

He did not express the slightest remorse for 
his deed, and seemed hardiy to comprehend 
when the official asked him how he could be 
eruel and yet display such kindness to his pet. 
The case calls vividly to the minds of the peo- 
ple of Berlin a somewhat similar tragedy 
which occurred several years ago. A woman 
named Jeanne Weber was murdered and the 
police were at a loss for a clew to the perpe- 
trator of the crime. Suddenly, a day or two 
after the crime, the officer whe had been de- 
tailed to watch the apartments of the dead 
woman pending the conclusion of certain legal 
formalities, was astonished to see a man with 
blood on his hands and clothing enter the 
place and proceed to feed and care for some 
canaries that had belonged to the dead 
woman. 

The intruder was placed under arrest and 
after some demur he confessed that he was 
the murderer, He was a carpenter named 
Schunicht. When asked why he returned to 
the scene of his crime, when he hed made 
good his escape, he declared that the thought 
that Fräulein Jeanne’s little birds wight 
starve had tormented him so he could not rest 
until he had attended to their needs. He, like 
Wagenschutz, seemed utterly indifferent in 
speaking of his victim and sh: wed no regret 
for his having inflicted suffering and death 
upon her.

much as do the stars which dance before the. 
eyes of the victim of a savage blow. The 
lightning flash doubtless was intense enough 
to appear a sheet of blinding fire to the eyes 
of those who so describe it. As a matter of 
fact the signs left on the masonry show clear- 
ly that the base of the monument was struck 
by a more than ordinarily heavy discharge of 
electric fluid. This followed the comparatively 
moist mortar between the cracks as a better 
conductor than the solid stone and only left 
this mortar for the still better conductors 
offered by the human forms beneath. That 
the entire discharge did not strike and kill 
only one individual is explained by its large 
quantity, which was so great as to diffuse it- 
self among more than one conductor to the 
ground beneath and so struck down the three 
people. Still others of those prostrated might 
have received a portion of the electric 
discharge, but the great majority were doubt- 
less thrown down by the concussion. The 
flash of lightning leaping to the ground in 
great volume would part the air with consid- 
siderable force, and this coming together 
would virtually create a lecal thunder clap. 
The effect of this would be similar to that on 
a crowd standing beside the muzzie of a large 
cannon. They would be thrown to the ground 
by the rush of air, and stunned.

To- 
day our poets sing with the sweetest; our orators 
declaim with the grandest; our statesmen rival 

the ablest of the Old World: our warriors are 
without superiors; our inventors challenge the 
world; our scholars rank with the highest, and 
our millionaires outnumber, two to one, the 
millionaires of Europe. If Alexander the Great 
gave his teacher, Aristotle, 800,000 to pursue his 
studies in natural history, Why should not the 
wealth of Christian Americans be placed upon 
the altar of learning?

PECULIAR TRAIT ABOUT ien. 
THE CAPTURED THIEF. 


As a Boy in Chicago He Headed a Gang of 
Young Fellows with Light Fingers—His 
Detective Shrewdness Got Him 4 Posi- 
tion on the Police Force—Although He 
Leoked Half Asleep He Saw Everything 
That Was Going On Even to the Min- 
utest Details—Afflick’s Admission. 


* 

The New York police have just captured a 
man who, although he has been a thief by in- 
stinct and profession for the last thirty years, 
is yet too honest to lie. George Afflick is the 
name of this makeup of 
qualities, and his arrest may be of svecial in- 
terest to Chicago people because of a smgular- 
ly unique position he occupied in the Chicago 
police force way back in the 608. 

For almost seven years he was a familiar 
figure about police headquarters, where, al- 
though his nominal position was that of 
porter, he was generally recognized as 
one of the smartest men on the force. 
All the old-timers remember him and his es- 
capades among youthful criminals, not so 
much because of his success in running them 
down, but for the reason that he had a re- 
markably strong bent for con work and 
petty thieving himself, and people in his old 
home were always in danger of receiving an 
unexpected visit from him, which was sure to 
bring no good to them with it. 

Horace Elliott, Chief of the World’s 
Police, was a member of the Chicago detec- 
tive force at the time Afflick wasin the em- 
ploy of the Central detail, and he remembers 
eneugh about the youthful detective’s work 
for the city to add a new interest to his recent 


arrest, 

It was John Macaulay, an old police offi- 
cer, who lives near Clark and Center streets, 
that first brought young Afflick to the 
notice of the City Department, said Elliott. 
At that time the Waifs and vagrants of Chi 
cago had fewer ways of making money hon-. 
estly than they have now, and consequently 
there was more petty thieving going on. In 
the early part of 1862 it became so prevalent 
that the department made a strong attempt 
to put a * to it. John Macaulay was put 
in e 2 matter and ore long he 
ran — ae Foy oungsters 
who lived ‘ced ept eir plunder in 
burrows under the sidewalks. George Afflic 
was their acknowledged leader. All the offi- 
cers about the Central immediately saw that 
Afflick had 1. patie in him of a splendid 
detective, and ds soon as he got out of his 
trouble, which wasn’t grave in this case, he 
was offered a place in the office, and as a side 
issue on the force. 

He was a most peculiar boy. He couldn’t 
have been over 17 years old at the time, and 
5 always er as if he N A. se asleep. 

apparently was lazi y 
fellow in the office, but all 
such appearances in him were 9 
In reality the slightest details never 
escaped his attention. He hada memory that 
was almost infallible and few men were able 
to surpass him in suspecting the presence of 
crime or detecting criminais. 

His chief business was to detect and locate 
criminals and help the police to bag them; and 

‘“Afflick’s efficient work in this line was 
appreciated. by the department and de re- 
ceived several promotions. 

e finally left his position here and went 
to New York. There he commenced crim- 
inal career and, being an expert in catechg 
crooks, he had little trouble in evading detec- 
tion. Some three years ago his picture ap- 
peared in the Police News. The Chicago de- 
teotives remember him as one of the smooth- 
est men in his line and have always watched 
his movements.“ 

But although Afflick has been a thief by in- 
stinct and profession for the last thirty years 
he still seems too hunest to lie. 

What is your business?” was asked of the 
prisoner by a New York police sergeant. 

“I steal fora living,” was the gee and 
cool answer. After confessing to having 
served terms in various penitentiaries he was 
asked the question :

DIGGING UP MAMMOTHS IN LONDON. 


Prehistoric Remains Srought to Light 
While Digging Sewers. 

New York Sun: About three months ago 
some laborers were digging sewers in the 
neighborhood of Gordon square, a half mile 
east of Regent’s Park, London. First, they 
dug through a layer of made ground about 
six feet thick." Beneath it was ten feet of yel- 
lowish brown clay containing pieces of flint 
and chalk. Under this was about five feet of 
sana and gravel and then a layer of clayey

News of the interesting find was sent to Dr. 
Hicks, Secretary of the Geological Society, 
and scientific experts were detailed to make 
further investigations, They brought to light 
a considerable number of bones, and since 
then the experts of the Geological Society 
have been identifying the bones and collect- 
ing information about the depos- 
its in which they were found. 
They have just reported the result of 
their labors to the Geological Society. They 
say that with the bones which were found in 
this clayey loam were a considerable number 
of seeds which belonged to plants that are 
usual near ponds and in marshy places, and 
have a wide range from the Arctic Circle to the 
South of Europe. These seeds, therefore, are 
not help in determining the climate of the 
a i ‘alley during the epoch of the mam- 
mot 

The loam in which the bones lay consists of 
old river drift, and bence, as might be ex- 
pected, the bones of more than one animal 
were found. They represent a small rodent, 
the red deer, the fossil horse, and two mam- 
moths. Of the mammoths, one was full grown, 
and little more of it has been recovered than 
two large fragments of a tusk, which must 
have been thirteen feet long. The other mam- 
moth was about half grown, and the bones be- 
longing to it are a very perfect lowe: ja and 
some leg bones. It is probatle that both ani- 
mals were drowned, either by breaking through 
the surface of a frozen river or in a sudden 
flood which stranded the bodies where they 
were tound. 

These are not the only remains of the mam- 
moth that have been discovered in England. 
A very remarkable case of the finding of mam- 

moth remains was reported in 1879, when in a 
single pit composed of old river gravels near 
Cambridge the remains of more than twenty 
individuals, representing thirteen species of 
mammals, were found. These animals, be- 
sides the mammoth, included a hippopota- 
mus, a rhinoceros, and a species of elephant. 
The remains of this prehistoric animal in sev- 


eral cases in England have been associated 


with the relics of man. The first on record 
was discovered about 1715, when “ an ele- 
phant’s tooth“ was found with a now famous 
flint implement that is preserved in the Brit- 
ish Museum. Of recent years either flint im- 
plements or mammoth bones have been dug 
up in gravels at variofs heights above the 
Thames. In England, therefore, as well as in 
América and on the Continent of Europe, 
proofs have been found that man was contem- 
poraneous with the prehistoric elephant. 


Seeing with One Eye. 

A person may see as far with one perfect eye as 
with two, but he cannot see as clearly; for the

But though this is true in theory, in

In 
rapidly dipping a pen into an inkstand or put- 
ting a stopper into a decanter the one-eyed man 
can not judge so accurately as the two-eyed man. 
Or, again, if we shut one eye and attempt to 
plunge the finger rapidly into the open mouth of 
a bottle we are very apt to overreach or fall 
short of it.—Brooklyn Eagle.

“PREE SILVER” IN A NUTSHELL. 

The Senate spent four hours Wednesday dis- 
cussing the Free Silver bill. Three-fourths of 
the time was pecupied by the wordy Mr. Mor- 
gan of Alabama, but, though he poured out an 
incessant fi of words for three hours in 
favor of the passage of the bill, he failed to 
state, though he could have done it in ten 
minutes, the reason why he wants to see this 
measure on statute books. He half hinted 
at what he wanted when he said that “ the 
Democracy must step to the front and declare 
not only that silver should be equal with gold, 
but that it shbuld have the right of free coin- 
age, but he did not put his innermost 
thoughts in words so clear that plain peopie 
can understand them. 

It may be that he is unable to do so and that 
he lacks the faculty of terse, clear statement. 
Assuming thut to be the case, Tun Txtsune is 
glad to come to his aid and to translate his 
vague and muddy sentences into plain En- 
glish. He says he wants silver to be equal 
with gold.“ The ordinary individual might 
fancy that he| wished an ounce of silver to be 
declared 555 as much as an ounce of gold. 


That is not what he means, however. Because 
87144 grains of silver were worth 2334 grains 
of gold thirty years ago and wer taken at the 
United States mints as such and coined into 
standard dollars, he wants the same thing to 
be done now, although the value of silver has 
fallen nearlyia tmrd in the meantime. He 
wants Congress to say that silver is worth $1.29 
an ounce, while it is worth only 90 cents in the 
world’s markets, and proceed to run the finan- 
ces of the cohntry on that assumption. If it 
can do that it can fix the value of wheat at a 
dollar a busliel and thus tickle the farmers, 
The reason why Senator Morgan is desirous 
that the govqrument should take at $1.29 an 
ounce all the silver which may be offered, 
when itis worth but 90 cents, and put into 
circulation an illimitable number of silver 
dollars — or their representative in paper — 
whiich are alleged to be worth 100 cents, when 


they are worth intrinsically only 6944, is to 


furnish a cheap, debased currency for the pay- 
ment of debts. He understands very well, 
though unable or unwilling to say so, that the 
purchasing power of the dollars with which 
free coinage would afflict the country would 
not be equal to the purchasing power of the 
gold dollar.| The merchant would sell only 
691¢ cents’ worth of tea, sugar, cloth, glass, 
hardware, of cutlery for the free coinage dol- 
lar even if it did say on its lying face good 
for 100 centg.””’ The farmer would sell only 
693¢ cents’ worth as much wheat, corn. hogs, or 
cattle. The depreciated dollar would go only 
two-thirds ap far towards the purchase of land. 
For when it came to a question of selling, 
each man would pass judgment for himself on 
the soundness of the stuff offered him in pay- 
ment, and if he did not think it was at par 
with gold ho could not be forced to take it as 
such, ro matter what Congress said. 

But the 693¢-cent dollars would go just as 
far in the payment of existing debts as the 
100-cent gol dollars. The man who had bor- 
rowed a thousand dollars on the gold basis 
could clear off that indebtedness by the ten- 
der of a thousand silver dollars worth only 
$695. It wauld be a knave’s trick, but it 
would have the sanction of Congress, and few 
debtors would stop to reflect on the immoral- 
ity of the proceeding. Men always use the 
cheapest money they can get to pay their 
debts with. | Free coinage would drive gold 
out of circulation. The only way to get. it 
would be to buy it from the brokers. The or- 
dinary debtpr would not buy it at a premium 
for the sake of being honest.

Jam for free coinage because it will fur- 
nish an inexhaustible supply of cheap money, 
which debtors can tendér to creditors, de- 
frauding them, as the price of silver is now, 
of nearly one-third of their dues, he would 
have said all there is for him to say.

That is all there is to 
the free-coinage clamor of Morgan, Stew- 
art, Cockrell, Hatch, ‘Bland, and the rest of 
thern—a one-third repudiation of debts, to 
be brought about by the agency of Congress, 
in furnishing the would-be repudiators with 
an abdndance of 69}¢-cent dollars and order- 
ing the unwilling creditors to accept them at

WHY THEY ABUSE THE LAW OF 1873. 

The dispatches say that Senator Cockrell 
presented spme figures day before yesterday 
to show that just before the demonetization 
act of 1873 the coining of silver dollars had 
not virtually ceased, as often asserted, but was 
going on actively.“ There are no such figures. 
The official) data show that the coinage of 
silver dollats had “virtually ceased,” while 
that of gold had not. The total gold product 
of the United States in 1871 was $35,800,000. 
The total amount coined that year was $21,. 
200,000. The total product in 1872. was $39,- 
400,000; amount coined $20,000,000. The 
product of silver in the United States in 1871 
was $20,000,000. Had. those who niined it 
chosen they could have taken it to the mipt 
and had it ¢oined into standard dollars. The 
total amount coined was $1,960,000—$657,000 
of it in standard dollars, and the rest in halves, 
quarters, dimes, and helf-dimes. The total 
value of the silver product the following year 
was also twenty millions. 
worth, or between 15 and 16 per cent, was 
coined. The number of standard dollars 
struck was 1,112,000. The rest of the silver 
was éxported or used in the arts. It will be 
seen that the silver miners did not care dur- 
ing those years to avail themselves of the op- 
portunity th take their bullion to the mints 
and have it coined for them. There was no 


reason why they should. During those years 
silver and gold stood just about 16 to 1— the 


commetcial and the legal ratios coincided. 
But the few silver dollars coined then nc 
more went into circulation than did the eagles 
and doublejeagies which were coined at the 
same time. The people did not see or handle 
them. as they were concerned it made 
no differente how many or how few of them 
were coined. |

ized, if I could, to procure tne passage of a bill 
demonetizing silver. It was the interest of those 
I represented—the governora of the Bank of En- 
gland—to have it done. I took with me £100,000 
with iustructions that if it was not sufficient to 
accomplish the object to draw for another £100,- 
000, or as much more as was necessary. I saw the 
committee of the House and Senate and paid the 
money and staid in America until I knew the 
measure was safe. 

If the man named really made such an affi- 
davit he confesses that he has violated the 
pledge of secrecy which he gave as a condi- 
tion of the story being, told to him. He ad- 
mits he has broken his word, and that should 
be sufficient to make any honest man doubt 
that he is telling the truth now. In any event 
the story cannot be true. The fact is that in 
1872 there were no silver dollars in circulation 
and therefore none to be demonetized. Nor 
was there any sabsidiary silver in circulation 
at that time. All the subsidiary silver then in 
existence was locked up in depositories. It 
was held there for future use, the opportunity 
for winch did not occur till some half a dozen 
years afterwards. In 1872 no man was able to 
téll when greenbacks would approximate to 
par, but there was no doubt in regard to the 
silver dollar being worth $1.08 in gold, and it 
is very remarkable that the directors of the 
Bank of England should think it worth while 
to hire Mr. Seyd to come here witha corrup- 
tion fund of $500,000 to procure the demoneti- 
zation of money that was already demonetized 
by the operation of the Gresham law, and had 
been so demonetized for half a century. It 
could not be, and had not been, in circulation 
as money, but only as a numismatic curiosity. 
It was too fat to circulate as money. 

If the directors of the Bank of England had 


wanted to interfere at all in the matter their 


action would have been directed to the de- 
monetization of gold instead of silver. At 


that time there was not a nation in Europe in 


which 154g ounces of silver were not rated as 
worth one of gold. But England was not con- 
cerned in he matter. It had not employed 
silver as full legal tender for nearly half a 
century and its bankers knew we did not cir- 
culate it. Germany and France were equally 
indifferent in the matter and neither one of 
the three bad occasion to care a sous marqué 
what the United States might do. So the 
whole thing isa cock and bull” story, too 
senseless to be credited or evento be im- 
agined except by some fellow whois hunting 
around for false statements in the absende of 
good ones te support a theory. Thestatement 
of time is fatal to its acceptance as reasonable. 
If the inventors of the story had fixed the date 
in 1878 or 79 instead of 1872 it would have 
been more plausible. The talk is all the more 
ridiculous when it is remembered that the al- 
leged bribé was not earned. Congress did not 
demonetize silver in 1873. It allowed the sil- 
ver dollar to circulate as much as before, the 
only action in regard to it being to drop it 
from the list of coins to be issued from the 
mint, where it had been practically ignored 
for the previous fifty years because too val- 
uable. It was omitted from the list in 1878 for 
the same reason. 

What are these fellows howling about, any- 
how? They now have the benefit of silver 
coin in enormous quantities. Three times as 
much silver was coined in the one year follow- 
ing resumption in 1879 as in the whole seventy- 
Since then it has been 
coined in such vast amounts that we have 
now not far from haifa billion dollars of it in 
use as money. What would they have? The 
trouble with them is not that we have not 
enough silver dollars, but that we are not 
using them at their two-thirds value as com- 
pared with the gold dollar: If silver had 
been maintained at its old price they would 
now be loudly denouncing the govern- 
ment for giving them too much of it. They 
would cry out that the silver dollar is too 
bulky for use and otherwise objectionable as 
a medium of circulation. But because it has 
fallen to less than 90 cents per ounce, making 
the silver dollar actually worth less than 70 
cents, their grievance is that the faith of the 
government is sustaining that silver dollar at 
par. They want to see it circulated at its 
bullion value only, so that they may be en- 
abled to cheat their creditors by paying them 
in fuli with about two-thirds of the money 
that was borrowed.

THE WYOMING RUSTLERS, 

Certain persons in Wyoming are reported 
to be getting mad because it is proposed 
to declare martial law in that State and com- 
mand the soidiers to arrest riotous armed 
persons there. This is protested against as an 
outrage on people who, it is claimed, have a 
sufficient State militia to suppress disorder, 
but whith has not acted towards preserving 
the peace. The protest is entirely out of 
place. No unprejudiced person outside of 
the troubled area can deny that it was emi- 
nently proper for the General Government to 
send troops.into Wyoming to protect the 
pemons taken prisoners there a few weeks 
ago. But for that wise and timely act the 
persons arrested would ere this have been 


victims of mob law, which so far as can be, 


judged at this distance would have been ad- 
ministered by a class at least equally worthy 
of punishment. It appears now to be not less 
advisable to extend the protection as far as 
possible to all peaceably disposed citizens of 
Wyoming. The disease of lawless disregard 
of private rights has. spread fearfully there, 
till security for either life or property is at a 
low ebb, and the State authorities have shown 
themselves powerless to deal with the situa- 
tion because nearly everybody there has sym pa- 
thized with one or the other party to the contest. 
It is eminently advisable that the strong arm of 
the.United States should be interposed, to se- 
cure a republican form of government in a 
State which cannot or will not do it by 
through its own authorities. | 
The case calling for this intervention is 
briefly stated by the Brooklyn Standard-Un- 
ion, Wyomtmg was dominated by rustlers, or 
systematic cattle thieves. They formed an 
organization almost as powerful as that of 
Tammany, and actually had some of the ma- 
chinery of the law in their own hands, so that 
conviction of one of their number was impos- 
sible, even when the most direct and indis- 
putable evidence of his crime was laid before 
a jury. Many cases of this kind are said to 
have occurred within the last two or three 
years, and the thieves gathered cunfidence 


such atime. It is the class which has prac- 
ticed the outrages complained of, the men 
who have stolen cattle at wholesale, running 
them off in plain sight of the owners and in- 
stituting round-ups at which they brand as 
their own thousands of young cattle to which 


they have not the shadow of a claim except 


the right that is given by might. As well 
could the authorities listen to complaints by 
burglars who fear the police will interfere 
with them in the “ peaceable” despoilment 
of homes of honest citizens. With equal pro- 
priety might the wolf protest against the em- 
ployment of dogs to prevent him from loving 
the sheep in his own sweet way. The fellows 
who are getting mad” are he ones who 
most need to be looked after by the soldiers 
who are alleged to be intruding upon them. 


THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 
Booms are now arrivmg daily in Chicago 


and the air is full of them in various stages of 


dimension and elevation. They are’ mainly 
short-lived affairs and temporary in effect, but 
among them there is che which grows steadily, 


is destined to last, and whose influence will be 


permanent for good, not only in the city 


where it was started but throughout the en- 


tire country. Politicians come and go and 
political booms rise and collapse, but the 
boom of the Chicago University has come to 
stay and its influence will not cease until con- 
tiguous to the palates of the World’s Fair 
shall rise the stately towers of the great uni- 
versity, which is to play a conspicuous part in 
shaping and directing the educational move- 
ment in the United States. 

The building fund of the university, which 
Mr. Marshall Field inaugurated recently with 
a donation of $100,000, conditional upon the 
raising of $1,000,000 within ninety days, is 
growing fast. Last Friday Mr. S. B. Cobb 
made his munificent gift of $150,000 to the 
fund. Mr. Cobb is one of the oldest and best 
known residents of Chicago. The city has 
done much for him and he now has graciously 
and handsomely acknowledged 
splendid gift to the university. The news of 
this largess overtook another Chicagoan, Mr. 
Martin A. Ryerson, in Paris, and he promptly 
telegraphed: “Ifthe million is raised will 
contribute $150,000 for purposes I will desig- 
nate.“ He has thus supplemented $40,000, 
which he had previously given, with $150,000 


| more, making nearly $200,000 that he has con- 


tributed to the university, in which he has 
substantial faith. These contributions have 
been made upon the conditional plan, but the 
condition, namely—the raising of -$1,000,000 
within a specified time—is now so nearly ful- 
filled that the trustees have no fears these gen- 
erous sums will be lost, and are warranted in 
their belief that they belong to the asséts of 
their institution. 

Meanwhile the women of Chicago are emu- 
lating the men in coming forward to the en- 
richment of the university. It is now an- 


nounced as the policy of the university that 


‘young women shall have the same chances to 
obtain @n education as young men, and that 
there shall be no discriminations made against 
them such as obtain in most other colleges 
where coeducation prevails in greater or lesser 
degree. As soon asit was definitely known 
that the sexes would be placed upon the same 
footing the Woman’s club of Chicago, ever on 
the alert to foster the interests of women, and 


animated by a commendable sentiment of 


public spirit, determined to aid the university 


_by raising a fund to be devoted to the efection 


of dormitories for the female students. In 
four weeks’ time the club has accumulated 
$118,000 for this important purpose. Its ap- 
peal to the community has met with quick re- 
sponse. Mrs. Elizabeth G. Kelly started the 
ball rolling with a contribution of $50,000, 
Then followed smaller gifts in quick succes- 
sion amounting to $18,000, and now comes a 
letter from Mrs. Nancy S. Foster, widow of 
the late Dr. Foster, who was actively identi- 
fied with education and whose memory is per- 
petuated in the name of one of our public 
schools, saying: ‘‘I will give the sum of $50,- 
000 to build a woman’s hall in the Chicago 
University, to be called the Foster Hall.” 
Thus the fund of the Woman’s club jumps up 
to $118,000, and its mem bers are confident 


1 they will make it $200,000 by the close of this 


month, which would represent a home for 200 
young women. : | 

Thus the good work has grown and con- 
tinues to grow. It is a boom in which the 
whole city is interested. The contagion of 
such generosity will spread, and the trustees 
of the university have every reason to be en- 
couraged over the flattering prospects of their 
institution. The Chicago University is an as- 
sured fact. Its future influence no one can 
estimate. We believe it is destined to take 
the foremost place among the educational in- 
stitutions of the country and that the generous 
men and women who have given to it so lav- 
ishly will live to see the seeds they have sown 
germinate and develop intoa stately tree of 
knowledge whose fruits will be for the benefit 
of the whole country.

St. Louis Republic: “I was very much 
interested and gratified today,“ said an 
Englishman visiting the city, to meet 
by chance all the officers of your 
army and navy in one street car.

The supply of commercial paper is reported 
somewhat larger, but the demand continues far 
ahead of the supply and rates are as low as they 
have been.

Money is 
piling up steadily in all the banks. Lower rates 
thaw those ruling at present are perhaps not 
probable, because bankers. prefer to let their 
money lie idle rather than cut rates any further 
to get it ont, but the situation is easier than it 
has been at any time before. 

Sterling rates continue firm and the prospect is 
good for a neavy shipment of gold by daturday. 
Alreaay some $2,000,000 is engaged, which would 
bring the total for the week up to $4,500,000. The 
statements of the foreign banks continue to show 
heavy increases in bullion. Yesterday’s weekly 
statement of the Bank of France showed an in- 
crease of 11,250,000 francs gold and 2,475,000 francs 
silver, The weekly statement of the Bank of En- 

land showed an increase in bullion of 478.000.
